Council 
to tackle 
housing 
shortage 


AS Kensington and Chelsea is 
named the most expensive 
place to live in Britain, local 
councillors have voted to tackle 
its chronic housing shortage 
with a major new building 
drive. 

The royal borough’s council has 
agreed to “embark on an ambitious 
programme of new house building” es¬ 
pecially aimed at helping those on low 
and middle incomes. 

The decision of a full meeting of the 
council comes as a report on UK house 
prices by the Halifax revealed that, on 
average, property in the borough now 
costs a national high of almost £12,000

per square metre, about the space for a 
coffee table. 

Research by the mortgage lender re¬ 
veals that one square metre of an aver¬ 
age Kensington and Chelsea home 
costs £11,635 - more expensive than 
nearby Westminster [£9,571 per sq m], 
Camden [£8,829] and Hammersmith 
and Fulham [£8,306]. 

Homes in the royal borough are al¬ 
most six times more expensive than the 
national average of £2,033 per square 
metre and almost 12 times those in the 
cheapest area to live in Britain - Aber- 
dare in Wales, where prop¬ 
erty is on average £910 per 
square metre. 

Estate agents Foxtons 
say the current average 
price for a three-bedroom 
house in Kensington is 
£2.5 million. In Aberdare, 
there are 41 three-bedroom 
homes for sale - a Kens¬ 
ington resident selling a 
three-bed home could buy 
ALL of the Aberdare 
homes on the market and 
still have £40,000 left in 
their pocket. 

As house prices in the 
royal borough continue to 
rocket - a five-bed flat in 
Knightsbridge has just 
come on the market at £75 
million [£89,820 per 
square metre] - last week 
the council voted for a sub¬ 
stantial home-building 
plan.

Junction safety plea 


KENSINGTON and Chelsea coun¬ 
cillor David Nicholls is urging res¬ 
idents to campaign for new safety 
measures at a dangerous junction in 
Earl’s Court where three pedestri¬ 
ans have been seriously injured and 
another killed while trying to cross 
the road. 

Councillor Nicholls and four 
other councillors are pressing for 
Transport for London to provide 
pedestrian crossings at the junction 
of Finborough Road with Warwick 
Road and Old Brompton Road. 

TfL figures reveal that there 
have been 16 collisions at the junc¬ 
tion in the past five years, of which 
eight involved pedestrians. 

Redcliffe ward councillors 
David Nicholls, Marie-Therese 


Rossi and Charles Williams and 
Earl’s Court councillors Fenella 
Aouane and Malcolm Spalding 
have been calling for greater safety 
measures, causing TfL to announce 
a consulation on the danger junc¬ 
tion. 

But while the councillors have 
welcomed the consultation into im¬ 
proving the junction, they say they 
are very concerned that proposed 
changes do not go far enough be¬ 
cause there is no provision for safe 
pedestrian crossings over two 
major roads: Warwick Road and 
Old Brompton Road. 

Councillor Nicholls raised his 
concerns at a meeting of Kensing-

L ONDON will host a massive party 
featuring live music and street per¬ 
formance when it joins forces with 
towns and cities across the country for the 
first ever National Busking Day on Saturday 
18 July. 

Across the capital there will be performances in 
shopping centres, high streets, parks and railway 
stations. Up and down the country, iconic locations 
as well as railway stations will be enlivened with 
music and street performance, including Belfast, 
Birmingham, Brighton, Canterbury, Cardiff, Edin¬ 
burgh, Exeter, Glasgow, Leeds, London, Liver¬ 
pool, Manchester, Margate, Newcastle-Gateshead, 
Norwich and York. 

Trafalgar Square will be at the heart of the na¬ 
tionwide festival, with an unprecedented line-up 
of specially chosen performers from across the 
UK, Europe, the USA, Australia, Chile and Ar¬ 
gentina bringing music, magic, street dance, phys¬ 
ical theatre, street art, plus delicious food. 

Other locations around the country will include 
Brighton Pavilion Gardens; Castle Street, Edin¬ 
burgh, with the castle as backdrop; the Sage in 
Gateshead; Glasgow Buchanan Street; Liverpool 
One; and the newly opened Dreamland in Margate. 
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Details of other 
pitches and locations 
will be released soon. 
The Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson said: 
“We are thrilled to be 
joining up with other 
cities around the UK 
for the first ever Na¬ 
tional Busking Day. 
It’s going to be a great 
day, with talented 
street performers 
bringing their magic to 
our city centres, rail¬ 
way stations and 
squares. One of the 
things that make Lon¬ 
don such a vibrant city 
is the casual way you 
can encounter a won¬ 
derful piece of music 
or dance or even magic 
on the streets. It’s this spirit of creativity that 
makes our city so welcoming. I hope this initiative 
will encourage all cities around the UK to value 
our fantastic street performers even more.” 


National Busking Day is part of a wider drive 
to promote and support street performance and 
enhance London’s status as a city of music and 
entertainment. 

Street performance has been part of London 
life for centuries, enriching the capital and bring¬ 
ing public spaces to life. It has been shown to not 
only enhance the experience of public spaces for 
shoppers, visitors and commuters, but also helps 
increase footfall and the amount of time people 
will stay in an area. 

The broadcaster Bob Harris, renowned for his 
work presenting on Radio 1 and 2, as well as the 
legendary Old Grey Whistle Test, said: “Busking 
is an important part of our musical history and 
culture, a time honoured way for young musi¬ 
cians to hone their skills, learn to be brave and 
get their music across to people. 

“The experience is challenging, inspiring and 
rewarding and I am proud to be a part of the UK’s 
first National Busking Day.” 

Gareth Powell, London Underground’s Direc¬ 
tor of Strategy and Service Development, said: 
“Busking on the Underground network has been 
a rite of passage for London musicians for gen¬ 
erations, and buskers today are brightening up 


journeys for millions of daily Tube passengers. 
We’re committed to nurturing this iconic tradi¬ 
tion and are delighted to support the first ever 
National Busking Day.” 

In March, the Mayor launched Busk in Lon¬ 
don, the world’s first ever city-wide street per¬ 
formance scheme, which aims to make street 
performance much easier in the capital and in¬ 
cludes London’s first Busker’s Code, common 
sense guidance devised by performers, councils, 
businesses and the police. 

National Busking Day also kicks off the Busk 
in London Festival, which runs for three consec¬ 
utive weekends in July and August. 

It also heralds the start of live performances 
by young musicians who have entered this year’s 
Gigs event, the Mayor’s annual busking compe¬ 
tition. 

Talented youngsters aged 11-25 will get the 
chance to perform in high profile locations across 
the capital, get their music heard and hone their 
performance skills much like top artists in the 
music industry did when starting out.

Borough unites to keep up appearances

HOME owners in conservation 
areas are being asked to improve the 
appearance of their properties. 

Kensington and Chelsea Borough 
Council has powers, under Section 
215 of the Town and Country Plan¬ 
ning Act 1990, to ask owners to 
maintain their property if its condi¬ 
tion or appearance is having a nega¬ 
tive impact on the neighbourhood. 

Council enforcement officers say 
that improving the appearance of 
properties that are poorly main¬ 
tained is a key priority for the au¬ 
thority. 

Following both informal negotia¬ 
tions and formal planning enforce¬ 
ment action a considerable number 
of properties have been transformed, 
greatly improving the appearance of 
a number of neighbourhoods in the 
borough. 

Between May 30th, 2014 and 
May 5th, 2015, the council’s en¬ 


forcement team resolved 12 cases 
through informal negotiations. Nine 
cases were resolved after formal en¬ 
forcement action was taken. 

Councillor Timothy Coleridge, 
the Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea’s Cabinet Member for 
Planning Policy, said: “The Royal 
Borough contains exceptional archi¬ 
tecture and streetscape, it deserves 
to be respected and protected for fu¬ 
ture generations. 

“Residents should be praised for 
taking such action to clean up their 
properties. The council is very much 
encouraged that these works have 
been carried out and that residents 
are taking responsibility and pride in 
the appearance of their properties. 

“However, the council’s planning 
enforcement team will not hesitate 
to take formal action if owners or 
occupiers ignore reasonable requests 
to maintain their properties.”

Council to build more homes

“The council is committing to re¬ 
develop selected lower-density es¬ 
tates to increase the number of 
homes in the borough,” said a 
spokesman. 

“The commitment is supported by 
a pledge that any council tenants 
whose homes would need to be rede¬ 
veloped will receive better quality 
new homes, on the same terms and 
rent levels, in or very near to the re¬ 
development. The pledge will ensure 
that existing mixed communities are 
preserved and that existing residents 
are able to stay in the areas they 
know and love.” 

The first estates selected for rede¬ 
velopment are the empty Edenham 
site under Trellick Tower, the War¬ 
wick Road Estate and part of the Bal¬ 
four of Burleigh Estate together with 
Barlby School (Barlby-Treverton). 

The council is stressing that the 
new homes will be of a higher stan¬ 
dard than those they will replace. 

“The council is particularly com¬ 
mitted to ensuring that the urban de¬ 
sign mistakes of the post-war years 
are avoided, and that any future re¬ 


developments will be designed 
around traditional streets and squares 
and will be of mixed-tenure and 
mixed-use,” said a spokesman. “The 
council will insist on high standards 
of design to match those found in the 
rest of the borough. In doing so, the 
council will seek to involve and 
work with local residents and 
amenity groups.” 

In passing the motion last week, 
the council said the redevelopment 
programme had four key objectives: 

■ To provide better quality new 
homes for existing and future council 
tenants. 

■ To deliver additional affordable 
housing, especially for those on low 
and middle incomes. 

■ To tackle the root causes of ill- 
health, unemployment and crime on 
some of the borough’s most deprived 
estates. 

■ To learn the lessons from the best 
parts of the borough’s built environ¬ 
ment so as to build the ‘conservation 
areas of the future’. 

Commenting on the decision, 
councillor Rock Feilding-Mellen, 
deputy leader of the council and cab¬ 
inet member for housing, property 


and regeneration, said: “Everyone 
knows that land in Kensington and 
Chelsea is unbelievably expensive 
and very scarce. This naturally 
makes the task of building new 
homes, of any tenure, challenging 
and expensive. 

“Nonetheless we are determined 
to do what we can to create more 
homes. Indeed, if we are to preserve 
our mixed communities it is espe¬ 
cially important that we find ways of 
delivering more new homes that are 
affordable to those on low and mid¬ 
dle incomes. Therefore, the council 
must look at the land we already 
own, and primarily at our existing es¬ 
tates, some of which have relatively 
low housing densities and can, with 
good design, accommodate more 
high quality homes and be greatly 
improved in terms of urban design 
and the built environment. 

“We want to make sure any such 
redevelopments are recognisably 
part of Kensington and Chelsea, re¬ 
specting and reflecting the best parts 
of our beautiful borough, and don’t 
just look like more new develop¬ 
ments that could be anywhere. 

“However, there’s not going to be 


a big cheque coming our way from 
central Government to help us. 
Therefore, any future redevelopment 
will have to be financially viable and 
able to be completed with no recur¬ 
rent cost to the general council tax 
payer. We will always seek to en¬ 
gage, at the earliest possible oppor¬ 
tunity, with residents of any estate 
we are considering for redevelop¬ 
ment. This means they would be in¬ 
volved from the point we undertake 
initial appraisals and through any de¬ 
sign and development processes.” 

A council spokesman added: “As 
and when the council starts looking 
for similar opportunities on other es¬ 
tates it will let residents know at the 
earliest opportunity. Therefore, if 
residents have not been contacted by 
the council, they should assume that 
their estate is not being considered 
for redevelopment at this time. 

“We don’t have an exact start date 
but we are working up three schemes 
at the present time and subject to 
planning permission we would hope 
to be on site with the first by 2017.” 

The average rent for a three-bed- 
room council property in the bor¬ 
ough is £160 per week.

ton & Chelsea Council last week. 

He said: “There have been a number of colli¬ 
sions at the junction in recent years, some serious, 
including one fatality. There is no provision for 
pedestrians to cross Warwick Road or the western 
limb of Old Brompton Road in safety - but this is 
where most of the collisions take place. 

“Whilst the consultation makes some welcome 
suggestions for improving crossings on Finbor- 
ough Road and on the eastern part of Old Bromp¬ 
ton Road, it is most regrettable that Transport for 
London have decided to ignore our local residents 
who have to use the remainder of the junction - 
and these numbers will only increase when the 
new supermarket is opened on the comer of this 
junction. 

“I use this junction as a pedestrian most days 
and I know from personal experience how danger¬ 
ous it can be. I regularly see near-miss-accidents 
taking place. TFL have told me that the reason safe 
crossings cannot be accommodated for the whole 
junction is because of the effect this would have 
on congestion on the road network - but this isn’t 
good enough. 

“For too long our neighbourhood has been 
blighted by traffic using these busy arterial routes 
and it is time we put the safety of residents first.” 

Councillor Spalding added: “This is a particu¬ 
larly dangerous junction, especially with HGVs 
passing through in connection with the Earl’s 
Court Development. Earl’s Court residents are 
greatly concerned about the lack of provision to 
cross Warwick Road safely at this junction.” 

The councillors are encouraging residents to re¬ 
spond to the consultation and to make their views 
loiown.

Major road closures for cycling event 



MAJOR road closures will be put in place 
in the Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea, and across London and Surrey, to 
accommodate two cycling events on Sun¬ 
day, August 2nd. 

A total of 27,500 amateur cyclists will leave the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park to take to the streets of 
the capital for the Prudential RideLondon- 
Surrey 100. 

Many of these riders will be ped¬ 
alling for good causes and hoping to 
beat the impressive sum of £10 mil¬ 
lion raised for charity last year. 

They will be joined, on the same 
day, but with a later start from 
Horse Guards Parade, by 150 
elite riders, including Sir 
Bradley Wiggins (pictured) and 
Mark Cavendish, who are taking 
part in the Prudential RideLon- 
don-Surrey Classic, a testing race 
for professional cyclists. 

The route through Kensington and 
Chelsea will be the same as last year 
for both events. 

Both groups of riders will enter the bor¬ 
ough at Knightsbridge and then head, via 
Brompton Road, to the Cromwell Road (A4) before 
continuing westwards in to Hammersmith. They will 
return later in the day via King’s Road, Ashburnham 
Road, Cremome Road, Cheyne Walk and Chelsea Em¬ 
bankment where they leave the borough for a finish 
on The Mall. 

To enable the event to pass safely there will be sig¬ 
nificant road closures across London and in Surrey. It 
is expected that roads will close from 5am on Sunday 
2 August on the outbound route, with an estimated re-

opening time of 3pm. Closures on the return route will 
begin from 7am and it is hoped to be able to reopen 
roads by about 8pm. 

Inevitably, with such major road closures, there will 
be disruption to traffic, which will have a 
knock-on effect on public transport. Res¬ 
idents are advised to note the date and 
timings and plan ahead to min¬ 
imise disruption. There will be 
no parking allowed on the route 
so alternative arrangements 
will need to be made. Vehi¬ 
cles will also not be able to 
cross the route whilst it is 
closed. Emergency access 
will be maintained and pri¬ 
oritised throughout the 
event. 

The Council will attempt to 
minimise disruption by sus¬ 
pending all planned works on 
major roads throughout Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea to help with the 
demands of displaced traffic. How¬ 
ever, even with these measures in place, 
traffic is likely to be extremely heavy on the 

day. 

There will be restricted vehicle access in the south 
of the borough. For residents who live in the Lots 
Road area, surrounded by the event route, getting in 
and out will be aided by the lifting of the Townmead 
Road barrier, but again traffic will be very heavy. If 
you have a special event planned that is likely to be 
affected, such as a wedding or moving house, it may 
be possible for the organisers to help facilitate this if 
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you contact them early enough. 

Further information about the event and the route 
and confirmation of road closure and reopening times 
can be found at 

Councillor Tim Coleridge, Cabinet Member for 
Transportation, said: “Prudential RideLondon is just 
over a month away and residents need to make sure 
the date is in their diary. It really is quite a spectacle 


and presents a challenge to the top professionals and 
the determined amateur. However, there is no doubt 
that the road closures required can also be a daunting 
test for our residents and for the council. 

“The best way to minimise disruption is to plan 
ahead and make sure that a journey to the airport or 
an important appointment is not missed because of 
the road closures.”

We’ve come a long way 
since Steptoe & Son 

Cllr Nick Paget-Brown talks about recycling... 


N OW I may be giving away 
my age here, but when I 
was a boy recycling meant 
leaving out any unwanted house¬ 
hold items for the rag-and-bone 
man to collect. 

This tradition actually harks back to the 
19th century when a number of men forged 
an industry from collecting and selling un¬ 
wanted household items. 

Some of the more common items they 
would collect included rags which could be 
converted into fabric and animal bones 
which could be used to make fertilizer. 
Thus, they earned their name: the rag-and- 
bone men. 

This bygone era has 
been immortalised 

through the much-loved 
classic BBC sitcom, Step- 
toe and Son. 

Set in Oil Drum Lane, a 
fictional street in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush, a hapless fa¬ 
ther and son duo, with 
their horse, frequented 
the streets of west Lon¬ 
don looking for rich pick¬ 
ings. 

I suppose you could say 
that good old Albert and 
Harold and their real-life forebears were 
among the first pioneers of the recycling in¬ 
dustry, finding valuable items amongst ap¬ 
parent rubbish. 

Today things have moved on from the 
horse and cart and our fleet of recycling 
trucks tour the borough twice a week col¬ 
lecting the things we no longer need. 

How we live and shop has changed radi¬ 
cally over the years and the sheer volume 
of things we need to dispose of has risen at 
quite an alarming rate. 

Thankfully we have made great strides in 
the things that we can recycle: newspapers, 
glass, tins, plastic bottles, cartons and, in 
fact, the good news is that 70 per cent of a 
typical household’s waste can be recycled. 


It’s truly remarkable to think that an old 
tin can could end up as a car part or that 
25 plastic bottles could be used to make a 
fleece jacket. 

Less waste needs to be incinerated or go 
to landfill and this is where the council 
needs your help. 

Over the past four years recycling rates 
in Kensington and Chelsea have steadily 
declined and less than a quarter of our 
household waste is currently being recy¬ 
cled. 

Guide to recycling 

Over the same period we have seen an in¬ 
crease in the amount of non-recyclable ma¬ 
terials contaminating our clear recycling 
bags. Fixing this isn’t 
cheap and costs us £167 
per tonne (compared 
with correctly bagged re¬ 
cycling which costs £25 
per tonne). 

So, here in this column, 
I’d like to make this 
plea: if you’ve just moved 
to the Royal Borough 
please take a just few 
moments to find out for 
yourself just how easy 
recycling is. If you’ve 
been recycling for many 
years, firstly I’d like to 
say a big thank you, but 
also request that you spend a minute 
checking what can and cannot be recycled 
(lids for example cannot). 

Perhaps also print out our guide to recy¬ 
cling, from our website, and stick it to the 
fridge. 

Few would disagree that recycling is 
something that should just become part 
and parcel of our daily lives. Not only is it 
good for the environment but it saves your 
money which can then go where it’s needed 
the most. 

I’m sure we all agree that’s a win-win all 
round.

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• RADICAL BLUEPRINT TO TRANSFORM WEST END 

Buses may be banned 
from Oxford Street 


BUSES could be removed from Oxford 
Street as part of a major new drive to 
transform it into the best shopping street 
in the world in an ambitious multi-billion 
pound facelift planned for the West End. 

Dynamic plans by the West End Partnership aim to 
bring Oxford Street up to and above the high-end 
standard of Regent Street and Bond Street. 

The proposals come as a result of a two-year study 
of the West End by the partnership, which is made 
up of Westminster Council, The Mayor’s Office, 
Transport for London, estates groups, developers and 
business associations. 

The plans will see an initial spend of £500 million 
to improve the state of the West End - with many 
more trees, more open spaces, better shops and more 
pedestrian areas. 

And it could mean the removal of all buses from 
Oxford Street, which has repeatedly been condemned 
as one of the most air-polluted streets in Europe, with 
much of the road being pedestrianised. 

A spokesman for Westminster Council said: “Re¬ 
moving the buses is one of the options being ex¬ 
plored. We are already calling for a significant 
reduction in the number of buses on Oxford Street. 
All options are being considered. 

“The new vision aims for Oxford Street West to be 
the world’s best outdoor street shopping experience, 
complementing Regent Street and Bond Street with 
an unrivalled mix of flagship and branded stores.” 

The partnership aims to invest heavily in the West 
End - which has been revealed to be a bigger money¬ 
maker for the capital than even the banking zone of 
the City. 

“The West End area generates three per cent of the 
country’s economic output, £51 billion in 2014 - 
which is more than the City of London,” said the 
spokesman. “More than 523,000 people walk along 
Oxford Street each day and nearly 750,000 pass 
through the six West End stations on a typical week¬ 
day. The area has a total of 610,000 employees, 
equating to 120,000 per square kilometre, this is on 
par with the world’s densest employment hubs, such 
as Hong Kong. 

“The West End supports a £22 billion visitor econ¬ 
omy. In 200 million visits per year, people spend an 
estimated £11 billion in its hotels, restaurants, bars 
and shops.” 

As the partnership aims to polish up the jewel in 
London’s crown, the council revealed that private de¬ 
velopers are planning to invest a further £20 billion 
in the area - meaning the creation of tens of thou¬ 
sands of new jobs in shops, restaurants and hotels, 
and thousands more builders. 

“The partnership is committed to ensuring that local 
people and all Londoners are able to see and access 
the benefits of greater prosperity and better life op¬ 
portunities that a thriving and growing West End will 
offer,” said a spokesman. 

“For example, there is a projected growth in jobs 
of 77,000 in Westminster by 2036, of which around 
22 per cent will be for unskilled or semi-skilled 
workers, as well as higher skilled jobs that require 
training. 

“On top of this, it has been estimated that 
the West End Partnership’s investment pro¬ 
gramme will support approximately 75,000 
jobs in the construction sector by 2030. We 
aim to secure the area’s future as the power¬ 
house that drives the London and United 
Kingdom economies and as an unrivalled 
global destination. 

“The vision and action plan also aims to en¬ 
sure that life for the 60,000 residents and 
610,000 people who work in the area is as 
good as any to be found in comparable inter¬ 
national locations; that the distinctive neigh¬ 
bourhood feel of the area’s urban villages is 
enhanced; that large, medium-sized and 
small businesses thrive; and that the visitor 
experience is the best it can be. 

“Other parts of the plan will see new homes 
built in Westminster and a co-ordinated

global drive will bring even more visitors to the West 
End, which sits at the heart of a global city that is 
projected to expand to ten million people over the 
next 15 years, placing unprecedented demands on 
physical and social infrastructure, such as transport, 
as well as other vital services such as digital connec¬ 
tivity and capacity which is vital for future economic 
growth and success. 

“This growing demand is also placing increasing 
pressures on quality of life issues such as air and 
noise pollution in this uniquely challenging place. 

“Whilst almost three million square feet of floor 
space for major development has been granted plan¬ 
ning permission by Westminster and Camden coun¬ 
cils in the last three years there will be demands for 
more space in the next three years - leading up to and 
beyond Crossrail 1. 

“Looking ahead, Westminster City Council and 
Camden Council will provide positive, supportive 
and flexible planning frameworks to facilitate, en¬ 
courage and manage that demand whilst recognising 
the West End’s unique character and enhancing qual¬ 
ity of life.” 

The partnership says it will “maintain the West End 
as a place of vital importance in the UK’s capital 
city” and its programme will include: reducing traffic 
in Oxford Street by cutting the number of vehicles 
with greater use of surrounding streets for loading, 
servicing and taxi pick-up, improvements to public 
areas with prioritisation of pedestrians, creating mod¬ 
em retail spaces with “improvements to the scale and 
design of buildings and a renewed mix of new and 
established retailers” and online information to guide 
visitors. 

The partnership is also promising a “high quality 
public realm”, involving tougher management and 
maintenance of the area to provide a “safe, clean and 
welcoming environment”. 

Councillor Philippa Roe, chairman of the West End 
Partnership and Leader of Westminster City Council, 
said: “We are pleased to present our vision and action 
plan for the West End, a vibrant and endlessly chang¬ 
ing place of vital importance to the UK’s capital city. 

“The unique mix of urban neighbourhoods, busi¬ 
nesses, cultural attractions, leisure and hospitality, 
and cutting-edge, internationally-recognised com¬ 
mercial sectors makes the area uniquely challenging 
to support. 

Millions of visitors 

“But it is this diversity that makes it so special, a 
home for new and established communities, a magnet 
for millions of visitors and hundreds of thousands of 
jobs. 

“In the face of growing and intense international 
competition and constrained public finances, the 
West End needs a strong vision and voice to secure 
its growing success, so that everyone can benefit as 
we increase prosperity and create more jobs for Lon¬ 
doners.” 

Daniel Van Gelder, the chairman of Westminster 
Property Association, said: “The West End serves as 



an economic powerhouse driving the success of both 
London and the UK, and this plan is designed to secure 
its position as the greatest city in the world. 

“It is essential we continue to develop its commercial 
centre, creating jobs and prosperity for London’s grow¬ 
ing population, whilst delivering a wider mix of homes 
so people from all walks of life can live here.” 

The Mayor of London, Boris Johnson said: “It is 
clear that transformational change would deliver huge 
benefits for the West End. Crossrail is a key part of 
making that happen and this plan takes us another big 
step forward. I look forward to continuing our work 
with the West End Partnership to ensure that improve¬ 
ments to urban realm and transport can enhance the vi¬ 
brancy of the West End as this report clearly sets out.” 

Councillor Jonathan Simpson, Cabinet member for 
Community Safety for Camden Council, said: “Cam¬ 
den is very pleased to be part of this innovative part¬ 
nership. Issues such as accessibility, congestion and air 
quality cut across council boundaries and the partner¬ 
ship brings together relevant authorities, businesses 
and resident groups to address the unique needs of the 
West End.

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I’m all for staff setting their 
own shifts and working hours 


N EW guidelines from the 
health watchdog NICE 
reckon that employees 
should encourage their bosses to 
let them set their own working 
hours to improve their health, 
wellbeing and productivity in their 
jobs. 

Now I’m always a little sceptical of what 
our friends at the National Institute for 
Health and Care Excellence have to say. 
After all, these were the guys who sug¬ 
gested that plumbers should add another 
string to their bow and become ‘first re¬ 
sponders’ to support traditional health 
and care staff with identifying people at 
risk. 

However, on this occa¬ 
sion, I do actually think 
there’s something in what 
they’re saying. 

Work-related illnesses 
cost society in the region of 
£13billion a year and esti¬ 
mates for England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales suggest 
about 27 million working 
days were lost to illnesses. 

NICE’S guidelines are de¬ 
signed to address these 
statistics and are aimed at 
employers, managers and 
employees. The body suggest bosses 
must take responsibility to ensure staff 
are appreciated for the work they do. 

The suggestion that staff should set 
their own shifts and working hours may 
have made the headlines, but of all the 
things that can be done, this is one that 
will have to vary from company to com¬ 
pany. But the general ethos behind these 
guidelines is solid and should be adopted 
by employers. 

It’s worth saying, in my experience I 
think most business owners do acknowl¬ 
edge the importance of a healthy work¬ 
force to the productivity of the company. 


While not every workplace will feature 
slides, video games and bean bags like 
some tech-start up in San Francisco, 
they’re also not Victorian sweat shops. 

Unfortunately, sometimes, the day-to- 
day activities of doing business can get in 
the way and it’s easy to forget there are a 
few simple things that can be done to im¬ 
prove the wellbeing of their employees. 

Now I’m not talking about ‘new-age’, 
mystical meditation sessions where the 
workforce sit in a circle and chant ‘om’, 
but practical and common sense activi¬ 
ties. 

At Pimlico Plumbers we brought in 
weekly massage sessions on a Friday and 
recently launched a fitness club with our 
own on-site personal 
trainer James Dean (or ‘The 
Terminator’ as some of our 
lads have nicknamed him), 
running session and foot¬ 
ball matches, which run on 
a weekly basis. 

And just like the massage 
sessions offered by Relax at 
Work (http://www.relaxat- 
work.co.uk), employing the 
services of James (who can 
be found at http://james- 
deanfitness.com/) is a great 
way for us to support small 
businesses too. 

The reaction from our staff has been 
fantastic and all the sessions are in-de¬ 
mand. We’ve also created a roof garden, 
complete with its own artificial lawn, 
hedges and bushes, and of course there is 
our ever-popular canteen with its consis¬ 
tently changing menu of healthy meals 
and snacks. 

It’s a no brainer to have incentives like 
these in place for staff and it’s great to see 
businesses being encouraged further to 
bring them in. 

Having healthier and happier staff 
means less absences and more produc¬ 
tive workers. It’s common sense, plain 
and simple.

Borough’s longest-serving councillor 


KENSINGTON & Chelsea’s longest serv¬ 
ing councillor, David Campion, has 
clocked up 50 years of service to the Royal 
Borough.

This is troubling for two reasons: 
firstly the Council already knows the 
answer to these questions. It has set 
them out in the overview of the new

library site which it is trying to push on 
residents - better IT facilities, space for 
children’s activities, and wait for it - 
better access to books, magazines and 
e-books! 

Secondly, the consultation is unlikely 
to touch on the issue which residents 
and library users actually want a say on 
- the future of this iconic North Kens¬ 
ington landmark. The current sugges¬ 
tion is that the building will be retained 
as a “heritage asset”. 

But before you congratulate the 
Council for demonstrating its under¬ 
standing of the place that the North 
Kensington library building holds in 
the hearts of local people, know this: 
the clear intention is to lease the build¬ 


ing to the highest bidder from 2019. 
With four years to go before the library 
is due to vacate its the current site, it’s 
difficult to say who the new tenant 
might be. However, if I were a betting 
man, my money would be on a local 
prep school making the most of a rare 
opportunity to expand its footprint. 
This doesn’t sit well with my definition 
of a “heritage asset”. 

The failure to acknowledge the 
strength of feeling on the fate of this 
historic building is a disturbing weak¬ 
ness in the Council’s approach to this 
proposed redevelopment. Given the 
Council’s lack of vision on this issue, 
we thought we would offer a solution. 

The future of a number of excellent

local voluntary and community organ¬ 
isations in North Kensington is looking 
increasingly precarious. The purchase 
of the London Lighthouse and the rede¬ 
velopment of Thorpe Close threaten to 
make some of these organisations 
homeless. Let’s start a positive move¬ 
ment to retain the North Kensington li¬ 
brary building as a genuine community 
asset. Rather than treat the building as 
a cash cow, lets offer it as a home to 
voluntary organisations, or use it for 
frontline Council services so that local 
people can retain a real connection with 
it.

Good sports who club 
together to help others 


RUGBY players at University 
College London have topped off a 
sensational year on and off the 
pitch with a nomination for a pres¬ 
tigious national award - which 
could see them named the coun¬ 
try’s top university sports club. 

The men’s rugby club’s nomination 
for the British Universities and Colleges 
Sport Club of the Year prize is the latest 
in a long line of accolades for the high¬ 
flying students - who in March were 
named the number one sports society at 
UCL by its students’ union. 

The 100-strong club are one of three 
on BUCS’ shortlist for the gong, which 
rewards development, widening partic¬ 
ipation, increasing diversity and inclu- 
sivity, and community work. 

Its president, second year classicist 
and UCL celebrity Nick Edmonds, said 
it was a testament to a year which has 
seen the club reach unprecedented lev¬ 
els of success, lead the fight against dis¬ 
crimination on campus and work to 
make university rugby accessible for all. 

As well as raising almost £6,000 for 
national charities, the college favourites 
- who drew a crowd of thousands when 
they went head-to-head with old rivals 
King’s College at Saracens’ Allianz 
Park ground in March - have increased 
their membership ranks by over 50 per 
cent, having to introduce a fourth team 
to cope with overwhelming demand, 
and dominated on the field.

All three of its teams which compete 
in the BUCS leagues finished first - 
with the second XV crowned cup win¬ 
ners as the first XV took silver in theirs. 

They also beat all-comers from 
around the country to emerge as cham¬ 
pions at the Middlesex 10s festival at 
Wasps FC’s Twyford Avenue in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Despite turning in inspired perform¬ 
ances week-in, week-out, the club aren’t 
in it for personal glory - and a new gen¬ 
eration of rugby players looks set to 
benefit from their sporting successes. 

Come rain or shine, members give up 
their Sunday mornings during the sea¬ 
son to volunteer at the Regent’s Park 
Royals, coaching children aged between 
four and 14. 

The club, one of the oldest and most 
storied in the country, also mobilised its 
hirsute ranks to raise a whopping 
£4,000 for men’s health charity 
Movember, the highest total of any uni¬ 
versity fundraising team in the UK. 

A charity boat ball on the Thames in 
February - attended by over 200 club 
members, UCL students, alumni and 
guests - saw over £1,000 raised for gay 
rights charity Stonewall. 

Campaigners at Stonewall praised the 
club’s work when Mr Edmonds and 
treasurer George Lyons visited its HQ 
in March, where they signed the char¬ 
ity’s #NoBystanders pledge - part of an 


initiative to encourage people to speak 
out against homophobia and discrimina¬ 
tion - complementing their work with 
their students’ union, where the club 
signed up to its Zero Tolerance cam¬ 
paign, volunteering to attend workshops 
on how to combat sexual harassment on 
campus. 

Paying tribute to the club’s progress 
during his year in office, Mr Edmonds 
said: “It has been an incredibly success¬ 
ful year for the club, and I, the commit¬ 
tee, and indeed everyone involved with 
the club, are exceptionally proud. Being 
recognised for our hard work firstly 
within our own union, and now on a na¬ 
tional stage, has been great for us as we 
continue to build for the future.” 

UCLU’s sport development co-ordi- 
nator, Katie Sykes, said: “UCLU Men’s 
Rugby Club have had a brilliant year, 
both on and off the pitch. It’s very fit¬ 
ting that the club’s hard work has been 
recognised in their shortlisting for the 
prestigious BUCS Club of the Year 
Award. Nick and the committee should 
be very proud of all they have 
achieved.” 

UCLU Men’s Rugby will learn if 
their hard work has paid dividends with 
the national Club of the Year Award 
when they travel to the BUCS awards 
dinner, taking place at the University of 
Liverpool on 1 6th July as part of their 
annual conference - but it’s certain that 
no trophy could quite do their tireless 
efforts justice.

Rugby a force for good with youth 


PREMIERSHIP Rugby chose 
Westway Sports Centre to 
launch a ground-breaking new 
initiative that will see young 
people aged 14-16 from disad¬ 
vantaged communities across 
England given the opportunity 
to participate in regular sporting 
activity and personal develop¬ 
ment workshops that use rugby 
as inspiration. 

In partnership with BT 
Sport’s The Supporters Club 
and Restart Rugby, the Urban 
Rugby Squad will be run across 
all 12 Premiership rugby clubs 
this summer. 

Club coaches across the 
country will deliver a 12-week 
recruitment and development 
programme. The clubs will then 
come together in August for a 
club festival where an Urban 


Rugby Squad will be selected to 
represent each Premiership 
mgby side at a national festival, 
to be held at the Twickenham 
Stoop in October. 

Formally unveiled at the 
Westway Sports Centre in west 
London, the launch event saw 
young people and coaches from 
a number of Premiership clubs 
come together for a tag rugby 
and personal development ses¬ 
sion, where they were joined by 
former England and Harlequins 
winger and BT Sport presenter 
Ugo Monye. 

During the session, Ugo told 
the young participants about his 
own journey into rugby, provid¬ 
ing both practical coaching tips 
and life guidance. 

Over the course of the pro¬ 
gramme, it is estimated that 


1,000 young people from non- 
traditional rugby communities 
across England will be intro¬ 
duced to the game, with practi¬ 
cal sessions built around 
personal workshops that focus 
on areas including anger man¬ 
agement, dmgs/alcohol misuse, 
sexual health and physical fit¬ 
ness assessment. 

Monye said: “Rugby has the 
power to teach young people a 
number of life skills as well as 
the obvious health and physical 
benefits, so I can’t wait to get 
stuck in and hopefully encour¬ 
age more young people to fall in 
love with the game.”

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History put 
on hold for 
Charlotte’s 

christening

YOURS for £8 80, a replica of the 1841 
christening gown commissioned by 
Queen Victoria in which 62 royal ba¬ 
bies were baptised but which Princess 
Charlotte won’t be wearing at her chris¬ 
tening this Sunday. 

The replica, now selling online, is inspired by 
the gown which Queen Victoria had made for 
the christening of her eldest daughter, Victoria 
The Princess Royal; styled after her own wed¬ 
ding dress and made of Spitalfields silk with a 
Honiton lace overlay. It’s the latest must-have 
for young couples who are keenly following the 
trend to ‘do things the royal way’. 

A recent survey revealed that although wed¬ 
dings remain the biggest bank-buster for most 
couples, lavish christenings are fast catching up 
and 10 per cent of new parents revealed that they 
are spending around £10,000 on their babies’ 
christenings. 

However, their extravagance still falls a long 
way short of Queen Victoria. When her son and 
heir Albert Edward [later King Edward VII] was

christened, Her Majesty splashed out a reported 
£200,000 on the occasion. The baptism included 
a fireworks display, a large banquet at which the 
women were expected to wear evening dresses 
and tiaras, and the christening cake was more 
than eight feet in diameter. 

If a £200,000 Victorian christening party is 
beyond the reach of most couples, probably so 
too is another royal luxury of past times - having 
a bed put near the font. 

Just what the Archbishop of Canterbury might 
think if William and Kate have a bed wheeled 
into the Church of St Mary Magdalene on The 
Queen’s Sandringham estate on Sunday is any¬ 
one’s guess, but it would come with royal prece¬ 
dent - for in 1762 when King George III proudly 
hosted the christening of his first-born son, he 
ordered that a huge state bed be built for his wife 
Queen Charlotte to relax upon during the cere¬ 
mony. 

This was no camp bed. The massive cot was 
decorated with ornate carvings, white ostrich 
feathers, crimson velvet valances and curtains, 
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Grand state occasions and enormous cakes 


Lace gown made by a coal miner’s daughter 
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and had five mattresses. Sadly for us 
fans of great occasion, times have 
changed. But much tradition still at¬ 
tends royal christenings with the gown, 
the font and the cake. 

Like her brother Prince George, 
Princess Charlotte will not be chris¬ 
tened in the original Victorian gown be¬ 
cause it is now too delicate to be worn. 
For 163 years, all royal babies - includ¬ 
ing the Princess’s father Prince William 
- were baptised in the gown, which 
was made by Janet Sutherland, the 
daughter of a Falkirk coal miner. Each 
square inch of the Honiton lace took 
four hours to complete. 

Between ceremonies the gown was 
washed by hand in spring water and 
stored in an airtight box in a lightless 
room. But two centuries of occasional 
wear wore it out and in 2004 a replica 
was made by Angela Kelly, personal 
assistant and senior dresser to The 
Queen. 

The chances are that aspiring young 
couples wanting to emulate William 
and Kate for the baptism of their own 
children won’t be able to stretch to hav¬ 
ing a similar font. 

Most royal babies have been bap¬ 
tised in The Lily Font, a handily- 
portable sacred bowl which was also 
first used at the baptism of Princess 
Victoria in 1841. The 17-inch-high font 
is made of silver gilt and weighs 10 
kilos, so the Archbishop will be wary 


of knocking it over onto his toe. De¬ 
signed by Prince Albert and made by 
Barnard & Company, it is usually on 
display in The Jewel Room at The 
Tower of London. 

Regrettably for royal wannabes, un¬ 
like the christening gown no replica 
font is available to be bought online, al¬ 
though somewhere in private hands - 
precise location unknown - is another 
font which may suffice, the solid gold 
Portland Font made in the 1790s by 
jeweller Paul Storr for the christening 
of Viscount Woodstock, grandson of 
the third Duke of Portland. Following 
the death of the seventh Duke, the Port¬ 
land Font was sold at auction in 1985 
for £950,000, so the price for its rental 
may be a bit steep. 

However, even if the wannabes can 
locate a decent font, then there’s the 
problem of finding the right water for 
the baptism. For royal babies are not 
usually baptised in any old water - Jor¬ 
dan water is preferred, i.e. water from 
the River Jordan in the Holy Land and 
from where John The Baptist got his 
name by baptising Jesus. A return flight 
to Tel Aviv will cost you around four 
hundred quid, but a spot of smuggling 
may be involved as these days it is ille¬ 
gal to take River Jordan water out of 
the country. For the desperate, 
Jerusalem-gifts.com can sort you out 
with a bottle for about £8, including a 
certificate of authenticity signed by the 
Orthodox Archbishop of Bethlehem, 
apparently. 


Easier to organise is the cake. The 
Royal Family like cake and their enthu¬ 
siasm for it at christenings is tradition¬ 
ally indulgent. At the bar-setting 
baptism of Princess Victoria again, the 
cake was a cut above Greggs’, and was 
described in The Times as “of the most 
enormous dimensions; round it was a 
wreath of flowers; on the top of it a 
rock, surmounting which Neptune, 
driving his hippocampi [mythical sea 
horses] and in the car a figure of Bri¬ 
tannia, holding in her arms the infant 
Princess Royal”. 

But for the birth of her son Albert 
Edward, Queen Victoria went even bet-

ter; commissioning a veritable arm¬ 
chair of a cake, made by two men and 
wonderfully described in the newspa¬ 
pers of the time as “on a scale of mag¬ 
nitude and magnificence quite 
unrivalled, it stands on a silver plateau 
about 30 inches in diameter, and is, 
with its figured ornaments, upwards of 
four feet high. Without its ornaments it 
would appear like a Colosseum of 
sugar. The base is ornamented with the 
rose, shamrock, and thistle. Immedi¬ 
ately above are medallions in silver of 
the Queen and Prince, all around alter¬ 
nating with the Prince of Wales’s 


plume. Over the medallions are placed 
the Royal arms, while above the feath¬ 
ers appear the arms and emblems of the 
harp and leek of Wales. The upper edge 
of the cake is corniced with an orna¬ 
mental scroll. Above this are six pedi¬ 
ments, with three pedestals on the 
uppermost, on which are placed female 
figures representing Ceres, Justice and 
Plenty, and on yet loftier pedestals ap¬ 
pear Britannia bearing the infant 
Prince, Clio with her historic pencil in 
hand, and St David with his harp in¬ 
voking a blessing on the child. Be¬ 
tween these three last figures is the 
baptismal font, the whole being exe¬ 
cuted in a style of exquisite art by the 
Chief Yeoman of Her Majesty’s Con¬ 
fectionery, Mr Mawditt.” 

Mr Mawditt clearly made exceed¬ 
ingly good cakes. Unfortunately, he 
was not around for the christening of 
our Queen, and when Her Majesty was 
baptised the cake made by McVitie & 
Price to celebrate the new princess was 
a less grand concoction, described as “a 
simple cake decorated with the white 
roses of the House of York and a little 
silver cradle with a baby inside”. Inci¬ 
dentally, it was also reported at the time 
that the infant Princess Elizabeth was 
not entirely happy with the christening 
proceedings. She cried so much 
throughout the baptism that she had to 
be soothed with doses of a dill-water 
remedy. 

At Prince George’s christening - at 
which he apparently did not cry but 


smiled throughout - just 22 guests en¬ 
joyed cake at the tea given afterwards 
at Clarence House, dining on a tier kept 
from the wedding cake of his parents in 
2011. 

That christening, like Princess Char¬ 
lotte’s, continued the modem tradition 
of the Royal Family holding small, pri¬ 
vate gatherings by exclusive invitation 
only and with little fuss, a contrast to 
the baptisms of old which were almost 
State occasions and, at times, marked 
by a very great deal of fuss. 

The christening that probably still 
holds the record for the greatest fuss in 
the history of royal fuss was in 1717 at 
the baptism of another Prince George, 
the son of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales [later George II and Queen Car¬ 
oline]. The Prince of Wales wanted his 
father George I and uncle Prince Ernst 
to be the godparents. But the King said 
it was his right to choose the godpar¬ 
ents, not the child’s parents. 

When the Prince of Wales objected, 
he was put under house arrest then ban¬ 
ished from his home at St James’s 
Palace and then still worse, George and 
Caroline lost guardianship of George 
and their four other children and were 
only allowed to ever see them with the 
permission of the King. 

We are reliably informed that no 
such fuss will surround the christening 
of Princess Charlotte on Sunday and 
that the proud parents will pick 
whomever godparents they want, who 
will be announced on the day.

Edward’s goal to follow his father

I N some ways the 
Royal Family is like 
the 1966 England 
World Cup team. 

In the middle there’s The 
Queen as captain, the Bobby 
Moore of the squad; wise, expe¬ 
rienced, silently judging the play 
with an expert eye and whose 
skilful and utter commitment in¬ 
spires all of the others to raise 
their game. 

In goal is the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh as Gordon Banks; solid, 
dependable, letting very little 
pass him. There’s the Prince of 
Wales as Bobby Charlton, the 
placid thinker often scoring 
spectacularly with a long shot 
from way outside the box, and 
up front there’s the flashier 
three, William, Kate and Harry, 
all vying to be Geoff Hurst, 
strikers of dash and daring and 
heroes of the crowd. 

And at left back, there’s the 
Earl of Wessex as Ray Wilson; 
not a high-profile individual 
scorer but a quiet, strong runner 
whose calm vision in his steady 
and precision passing builds the 
play towards the goal. 

Just now, with his typical 
thoughtfulness and planning, the 
Earl is skilfully building the play 
towards a result that should by 
rights be the winning goal for 
the youth of the world next year, 
when the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Award scheme marks its 60th 
anniversary and becomes the 
world’s most successful pro¬ 
gramme for young people in his¬ 
tory. Although Prince Edward’s 
official role is “supporting The 
Queen” - a job that sends him 
on more than 400 engagements 
a year - it is as the chief sup¬ 
porter of his father that is seeing 
the Earl come into his own. 

Her Majesty has already indi¬ 
cated that when the Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh passes, the title will pass 
to Prince Edward. But with it 
too will come the reins to steer a 
youth programme which is unri¬ 
valled on the entire planet for its 
visionary goal. 

The Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Award is already a phenomenal 
success; in the UK, more than 
five million young people aged 
14 to 24 have joined the scheme 
since it began in 1956 and 
worldwide it has spread to more 
than 140 countries. 

Next year, as the award marks 
its diamond anniversary, it is an¬ 
ticipated that it will be announc¬ 
ing its 10,000,000th participant; 
not only a remarkable feat, but a 
key one. 

The world has changed since 
1956; with their relentless obses¬ 
sion with academic standards 
and Ofsted ratings, schools no 
longer own the once-cherished 
role of ‘growing’ young people. 
Worse, outside of the school 
walls the world has become a 
largely venal and selfishly-com- 
petitive place in which making 
money is a man’s mark of great¬ 
ness, where financiers are the 
new heroes and there is little 
room for altruism unless it is tax- 
deducible.

celebrates 70 years, every eligi¬ 
ble young person will have the 
opportunity to participate in the 
award,” said a spokesman. 

“As a charity we are ambitious 
for young people and believe that 
non-formal education is a critical 
part of a young person’s develop¬ 
ment and not just an add-on for 
them. 

“We believe that what young 
people do and learn outside the 
classroom, often in their own 
time, should receive adequate 
recognition and appreciation. 

“We are ambitious for our 
partners who deliver The Duke of 
Edinburgh’s International Award 
and believe that with the right 
support they can reach far more 
young people. 

“By 2020 we will increase the 
number of young people starting 
an award from 500,000 each year 
to 750,000 and engage with more 
at risk and marginalised young 
people, so that they are making 
up 20 per cent of all partici¬ 
pants.” 

It won’t be an easy game, the 
fame and money-seekers of the 
other team are a strong and at¬ 
tractive side, but just like in 
1966, the steady will win in the 
end.

On this mire of Darwinism, 
the Duke of Edinburgh’s Award 
provides a raft of hope through 
non-formal education. It is 
founded on the philosophy of 
the educationalist Kurt Hahn; 
based on respect for adolescents, 
whom he believed to possess an 
innate decency and moral sense, 
but who were, he believed, cor¬ 
rupted by society as they aged. 
He believed that education 
could prevent this corruption, if 
students were given opportuni¬ 
ties for personal leadership and 
to see the results of their own ac¬ 
tions. 

“Simply, what we try to do is 
equip young people for life, to 
help young people from what¬ 
ever circumstances to face what¬ 
ever challenges life throws at 
them,” says the Earl, who has 
taken over from his father much 
of the running of the award and 
maintaining its essential focus. 

“If in the future young people 
become more aware of their en¬ 
vironment and of other people’s 
circumstances, and are prepared 
to give back to their community, 
then hopefully their community 
will become a much better place 
for the future, and the young 
people who come through this 
programme will become leaders 
of the future.” 

This looking beyond the an¬ 
nual summer hysterics that now 
traditionally greet the winning 
of a clutch of A-star passes is 
key for humanity in many of the 
obvious ways that sheer compe¬ 


tition is not and Prince Edward 
is firmly at the helm of guiding 
the award to still-greater 
achievement and importance. 

“What young people get from 
their award experiences - the 
skills to think in different ways, 
confidence and enthusiasm, in¬ 
terpersonal skills, a set of values 
that build character and a sense 
of purpose, resilience, and prac¬ 
tical, often vocational, skills - is 
exactly what employers and ed¬ 
ucational institutions look for 
when distinguishing candidates 
from each other in the world¬ 
wide fight for talent,” says John 
May, Secretary General of the 
international award scheme. 

“The Duke of Edinburgh’s In¬ 
ternational Award equips young 
people for life. 

“Judging by the demand for 
the award, young people realise 
the positive impact it can have 
on their lives and their future. 
Nevertheless, many more still 
have no awareness of it or no ac¬ 
cess to it. 

“Our challenge is to meet the 
demand and fulfil the need. To 
achieve our ambition of every 
14 to 24 year old having the op¬ 
portunity to participate in the 
award, we need to increase its 
spread. We must diversify where 
and how young people can ac¬ 
cess the award, so that more can 
participate.” 

Prince Edward’s challenge 
now is to make that happen. 

“Our long-term ambition is 
that by 2026, when the award

Sir Tom Jones: still likeable and loving old age

When the greatest 
of voices sounds 
just as powerful at 
75, that is unusual

W HAT do you do when 
you’ve sung with Sinatra 
and everybody else from 
Janis Joplin to Jessie J, Dionne 
Warwick to Robbie Williams, 
Count Basie to Van Morrison? 

Where do you go when you’ve head¬ 
lined everywhere from The White 
House to Glastonbury, when you’ve 
been honoured by everyone from The 
Simpsons to The Queen? 

Where do you go after the biggest 
star who has ever lived and will ever 
live walks out unexpectedly onto your 
stage in Las Vegas and he - Elvis - tells 
your audience, “this man is the best 
singer in the world”? 

And what do you do when you’ve 
done all of this and so much more be¬ 
sides, including selling more than 100 
million records and, you have just 
turned 75? 

If you’re Sir Tom Jones, you keep 
going - because sometimes you sound 
like you think you haven’t quite made 
your mark yet. 

“I want to be a contender,” says the 
best voice ever bom in Britain. “The 
fire is still in me, not to be an oldie but 
to be a goodie.” 

Few singers still have the growl of 
their youth at 45, let alone 75; the few 
that are still attempting to keep going 
in the style of past glory get around the 
problems of age by singing their old 
hits lower and slower. Others employ 
technology to help them appear to hit 
the note, it’s not unusual. 

But it is unusual with Tom Jones, 
everything about him is unusual. Fifty 
years since the first release of that song 
which made him an idol and he’s still 
unusual. 

Besides his continued ambition, he 
remains unusual in that he is probably 
the nicest of all of the really big acts. In 
a firmament of whingeing, egotistic 
and stroppy superstars, Sir Tom is a ray 
of likeable charm. Having met the 
bloke on many occasions, he is always 
the same, affable and never moaning. 

He puts that down to his childhood 
in Wales when, somewhat calamitously 
for a boy who had sung since he was in 
short trousers, he was stmck down with 
tuberculosis for two years from the age 
of 12. 

“For the first year, I was bedridden 
completely”, he told MOJO’s Tom 
Doyle not long ago, “I couldn’t come 
out of the room. 

“Then the next year I was allowed up 
an hour a day. Then it got to two hours 
a day. But I couldn’t leave the house. I 
could stand at the front door and watch 
the kids running up the mountain. 

“You’d see the fellas talking around 
a lamp post at the bottom of the street. 
I used to look at them and think, 
‘Christ, I can’t even go to that lamp 
post and it’s not far’. But I thought, 
‘Once I can get there, I’ll never com¬ 
plain about anything as long as I live’.” 

Not that finding stardom was easy. 
The son of a coal miner who was mar¬ 
ried at 16, who became a father very 
shortly afterwards and who worked in 
a glove factory to get by, singing rock 
and roll at night to working men’s clubs 
where the management didn’t like it at 
all, he was buoyed up on hope when his 
manager Gordon Mills discovered him 
and took him to London full of prom¬ 
ises, which were only dashed. 

Although the Decca record label 
gave him a contract, his first single - 
Chills And Fever - flopped, his man¬ 


ager was running out of money essen¬ 
tial to his promotion and Sir Tom has 
admitted that the depressing experience 
of his anticipointment back then almost 
made him take his own life one bleak 
day when he stood on a platform on the 
tube as a train was coming into the sta¬ 
tion. 

“For a split second I thought, ‘if I 
just step to the right, it’d be over’,” he 
told Bob Guccione Jnr. 

“I felt so down because I didn’t 
know what to do. That very rarely hap¬ 
pens to me. I didn’t want to go back to 
Wales without proving myself, I wasn’t 
making any money. But then things 
flash through your mind. What about 
your wife? What about your son? What 
about your mother and father, how 
would they feel?” 

But then Gordon Mills rang Tom to 
say that he’d co-written a new song 
which he wanted him to record as a 
demo for Sandie Shaw. Fortunately, 
when she heard it she had the grace to 
say that Tom should release it himself. 
He did, and despite the BBC refusing 
at first to play it because “Mr Jones’ 
performance is too sexy”, it went to No 
1 in the UK and No 3 in the USA. And 
the legend was bom. 


Part of that reputation ever since has 
been not that “Mr Jones is too sexy” 
but that Mr Jones is sex, a whole hunk 
of it personified so much that women 
have been throwing their knickers at 
him at concerts for 50 years now - and 
they still do. 

It is, of course, fantastic publicity for 
an artist for the word to go about that 
your performance so excites your fe-

male fans that they will strip for you at 
gigs, but that promotion was never 
planned as a PR scam, it happened 
spontaneously. 

“It was in 1968,” he recalled. “I was 
booked into the Copacabana in New 
York after an American agent had seen 
me play The Talk Of The Town in Lon¬ 
don. 


“It was a club with no stage, you’re 
singing on the dance floor on the same 
level as the audience. So I’m doing my 
thing and because I perspire when I 
sing, these women were handing me up 
these table napkins, and I’m wiping 
myself and giving them back. 

“Then all of a sudden one woman 
stands up, lifts her dress and takes her 
panties off. You leam when playing in 
rough places to try to make the most of 
it, so I’m thinking ‘don’t get offended, 
don’t get thrown’, and so I said ‘be 
careful not to catch a cold’. 

“The next day it was written up in 
the papers and suddenly there’s under¬ 
wear all over the place. But the original 
time was a sexy thing.” 

Sir Tom says it - the sex appeal - is 
all to do with his voice and the way that 
he interprets songs; if it’s a sexy song, 
like the Top 3 hit Sex Bomb from his 
four-million-selling album Reload, 
well, what can a Welsh boy do? 

But many women say that his endur¬ 
ing appeal is also in the fact that he 
doesn’t come across as anything fake, 
with Sir Tom it’s all natural - like his 
hair. The entire planet knows that men 
of pensionable age do not have dark 
brown hair, but although some other 


rockers still persist with the vanity, Sir 
Tom stopped dyeing his at the age of 
68, after watching himself perform on 
Later With Jools Holland and thinking 
“nah”. 

“It looks dyed and it looks false, you 
can’t have dark brown hair when 
you’re in your sixties. But if some can, 
bless ’em; each to his own and it’s not 
for me to tell others what to do. But it 
must have looked pretty obvious. I 
should have let it go five years earlier.” 

His enduring appeal also lies in Sir 
Tom’s relentless attraction to trying 
something new and - unlike his good 
friend Elvis - beyond Vegas; from 
duetting with younger stars like Robbie 
Williams and Cerys Matthews, doing 
The Voice, larking about [and getting to 
No 1 doing it] for Comic Relief with 
the cast of Gavin & Stacey, recording 
with Jack White, performing with Mor¬ 
rissey and Ed Sheeran and, as he will 
this summer, playing huge open-air 
gigs to young fans at The V Festival 
and other festivals all over Europe with 
a crack band that includes Britain’s best 
guitarist, Robbie McIntosh. 

Later this month he returns to Lon¬ 
don for two nights - 26th and 27th - 
headlining the Greenwich Music Time 
shows at the Old Royal Naval College. 

“My voice is as strong as ever and 
getting older is great. It’s very sad if 
you moan that ‘it’s not like the old 
days’. I know entertainers who do that, 
and claim the music isn’t so good, but 
that’s nonsense. If you’re making 
records that sell, and people want to see 
you on tour, there’s nothing better.” 

In 1967, Frank Sinatra told Sir Tom 
Jones that he’d lose his voice if he did¬ 
n’t change the all-out way he sang. Ap¬ 
parently Sir Tom laughed and said: 
“But what other way is there? I’ll be 
around until the green, green grass is 
turned into a car park.”

G ROWING up, Michel Roux 
Jr. enjoyed slap up dinners 
made by his decorated chef 
dad Albert Roux and uncle Michel. 
No wonder then, that his memories 
of school dinners pale in compari¬ 
son to these veritable feasts. 

"Eugh, I don't want to even go there," 
he says, wincing at the thought. 

"I did go to English school, and I'm 
afraid to say, I know exactly what 
gristly mince and packet mashed po¬ 
tato tastes like," adds the 55-year-old, 
who admits he's had a "bit of a head¬ 
start in life", growing up in a family 
where food was so important. 

While chewy meat and watery mash 
was common fodder back in his 
schooldays, the stodgy school dinner 
stalwarts are certainly off the menu in 
his new TV cookery competition First 
Class Chefs. 

In his first series for the Disney Chan¬ 
nel Michel sees teams of school chil¬ 
dren putting their kitchen skills to the 
test, in a bid to transform their relation¬ 
ship with food. 

Twelve teams of pairs take part in a 
range of tasks, including devising 
menus, shopping for ingredients and 
cooking them up in the kitchen. In the 
final, two school canteens will be 
turned into restaurants, serving up a

spread for fellow pupils, with the win¬ 
ning team scooping £10,000 to fund a 
school project. 

And already the former MasterChef: 
The Professionals judge, who lives 
with his wife Giselle in London, has 
seen some considerable "talent and 
knowledge" from the pupils, who are 
aged between nine and 11 years. 

"They've been cooking everything 
from the quite simple to the complex - 
complex for their age, but dishes even 
a lot of adults wouldn't contemplate," 
he says. "To be able to cook some of 
the dishes they've been doing, and so 
competently, is amazing to see." 

Like Jamie Oliver before him, Roux 
Jr. hopes the series encourages more 
children and their families to whip out 
the pans and start cooking. 

"It's great to see these children taking 
such an interest in food, and that comes 
from their family," he explains. "Food 
is not just fuel. Their families are not 
just buying ready-meals, whacking 
them in the microwave, and shoving 


them in front of the kids, in front of the 
telly. 

"No - their kids are taking part in 
choosing what they're going to eat, and 
it's great." 

His own daughter Emily, who has 
also followed in his foodie footsteps, 
appears as a special guest chef and 
helps with the judging. 

"She's 24 now, so she's no longer re¬ 
ally a trainee," he says of his "excep¬ 
tionally talented" daughter. 

"She's earning a good wage and really 
enjoying herself cooking. We get on 
very well and she always wants to do 
her best." 

Likewise, Roux Jr. says he's trying to 
be on his best behaviour in the kitchen, 
too. "I mean, I'm a control freak," he 
admits. "I hate not being in control and 
the thing is, if you do lose your temper, 
it's because you've lost control and 
that's something I don't like. 

"I'm like everyone, occasionally I do 
lose my rag, but I don't like myself 
when I do." 



MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 


Crab beignets 

Serves 4-6 

THIS is my take on Gordon Gleave's prize-winning recipe. 

125ml milk 
125ml water 
lOOg butter, diced 
!/ 2 tsp salt 
150g plain flour 
4 eggs, beaten 

150g freshly picked white crab meat 

50g brown crab meat 

For the sauce 

50-60g brown crab meat 

ltbsp chilli sauce 

ltbsp good-quality mayonnaise 

Put the milk, water, butter, salt and sugar into a saucepan and bring 
to the boil. 

Remove from the heat, mix in the flour and stir with a wooden 
spoon or spatula until smooth. 

Return the pan to a low heat and stir for about a minute until the 
mixture leaves the sides of the pan, then transfer to a bowl. 

Gradually whisk the beaten eggs into the mix a little at a time, 
until it is smooth and shiny, then fold in the brown and white crab 
and season. 

To make the sauce, whisk all of the ingredients together and sea¬ 
son to taste. 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160-180C in a large thick-bottomed 
saucepan or electric deep-fat fryer. 

Using a dessert spoon, drop spoonfuls of the mixture into the fat 
(about 6-8 at a time) and move them around with a slotted spoon 
for a couple of minutes until they are golden, then remove them 
from the oil and drain on some kitchen paper. 

Serve immediately with the sauce.

Tommy back 
in the capital 



FULL casting is due to be an¬ 
nounced for The Who s Tommy, 
which will play a limited run at 
Greenwich Theatre from 
Wednesday 29th July to Sunday 
23rd August.

Intimate portrayal 
of life behind bars 


Chef Soho Theatre ***** 

NESTLED in one of my 
favourite parts of Central 
London, the Soho Theatre is 
a real treat to visit. 

It is cool, contemporary 
and classy, with a bustling 
bar area and enchanting at¬ 
mosphere. The play I was 
there to see was in the up¬ 
stairs theatre where the audi¬ 
torium is not much larger 
than my living room. This 
means you are in the playing 
area with the performers and 
so can fully experience the 
thrill of this powerful produc¬ 
tion. 

Written by Sabrina Mah- 
fouz, Chef was inspired by 
workshops with ex-inmates 
of women’s prisons and an 
interview with Michelin- 
starred chef Ollie Dabbous. 

The one-woman, one-act 
play follows a chef who has 
confronted some of life’s 
worst trials and has yet con¬ 
tinued her interest and pas¬ 
sion for cooking and creating 
high quality cuisine. 

Gripping, gritty and prag¬ 
matic, this beautifully written 
work echoes the helplessness 
of many women who have 
experienced abuse and their 
exigency to maintain some 



element of aspiration. A pro¬ 
duction of this type requires 
the actor to be quite excep¬ 
tional in order to engage an 
audience uninterrupted for 
the entire 50-minute perform¬ 
ance. 

Jade Anouka truly was a 
tour de force as the plain 
speaking and yet sensitive 
prison cook. Keeping the au¬ 
dience within the palm of her 
hand throughout, the often 
poetic monologues had the 
perfect measures of comedy 
and tragedy and at all times 
felt like an authentic window 
into this often under-explored 
world. 

A really affecting and 
magnetic piece of theatre, 
this is a must-see.

R’s pledge to 
support Stan 


I T is heartening to see QPR respond so 
positively to try and help former great 
Stan Bowles in his battle against a form 
of Alzheimer’s. 


Bowles, 66, has 
developed the illness 
over the last 12 months 
and is currently in a 
stable condition at home 
in Manchester. 

The club, QPR in the 
Community Trust and 
Stan’s family are now 
working together to 
explore a variety of 
fund-raising options to 
raise awareness of the 
illness, as well as 
providing some 
financial support to his 
family to assist with 
Stan’s daily welfare. 

Tracy Bowles, Stan’s 
daughter, said: “The 
outpouring of love and 
affection for Stan has 
blown us all away - it’s 
been incredibly 
overwhelming. 

“Stan is doing OK at 
the moment, he’s in the 
middle stages of the 
illness, but we felt we 
had to let the fans know 
of his plight, as he can 
be quite forgetful at 
times and often needs 
prompting. 

“The club and its 
supporters mean the 
world to him and we are 
delighted that we are 
going to work together 
to raise awareness of 
this illness. 

“On Stan’s behalf, I’d 
like to personally thank 
everyone for their 
support so far.” 

Andy Evans, QPR in 
the Community Trust’s 
CEO, added: “Myself 
and Ian Taylor (QPR’s 
Head of media & 
communications) spoke 
at length with the family 
and with their consent, 
we will now look at our 
options in terms of how 
we can support Stan. 

“The family have 
made it clear that raising 
awareness of the illness 
is key and the club and 
the Trust will explore 
different avenues to 
ensure the family get the 
support they are after.” 

■ INJURY-hit 
Alejando Faurlin has 
been rewarded for his 
efforts with a new deal 
at Loftus Road. 

The 28-year-old 
Argentine midfielder 
has put pen to paper on 
a one-year contact, with 
the option of a further 
year. 


Faurlin, who initially 
joined QPR in July 
2009, missed the 
majority of last season 
due to a third ACL 
injury in as many years. 

But having regained 
fitness in the latter 
stages of the campaign, 
he’s now relishing the 
chance to prove his 
worth once again after 
signing a new deal. 

“I'm extremely 
happy,” Faurlin told 
www.qpr.co.uk. “I have 
to say ‘thank you’ to 
everyone at the club for 
keeping me here and 
giving me the chance to 
prove a lot of people 
wrong. I just want to 
play football. 

“I contemplated giving 
up after my last injury. It 
was really tough and I 
was in a dark place. 
Thankfully, I’m still 
here. 

“All you can do is give 
your best to come back. 
The support from 
everyone in and around 
the club has been 
massive. I am eternally 
grateful for that. 

“I have trained with 
the lads for three to four 
months now. I feel 
confident, I’m ready to 
go again. 

“I can't wait to play in 
front of the QPR fans. I 
feel part of the family, I 
have done for six years. 
I’m sure next season is 
going to be a good one. 

I love this place.” 

QPR’s director of 
football Les Ferdinand 
added: “Everyone 
knows what Ale means 
to QPR and what QPR 
means to Ale, but there 
was no sentiment 
involved here. 

“The way he fought 
back from his injury last 
season is all credit to 
him and he showed on 
the training ground 
during the final few 
weeks of last season 
what a talented player 
he is. 

“If he can stay fit, 
which we really hope he 
can, he will be a big 
asset for us in the 
coming season. 

“We’re delighted he’s 
agreed a new deal with 
the club.”

R’s head for Italian camp 

■ QPR will travel to Stresa in Italy for a pre¬ 
season training camp in July. 

Chris Ramsey's squad - who returned to Harlington for 
training last Monday - will play three fixtures on their 
nine-day tour. 

R's will kick-off their summer campaign against 
Ukrainian giants Shakhtar Donetsk at the Stadio Carlo 
Pedroli on Saturday, July 11, prior to facing last season's 
Champions League quarter-finalists AS Monaco three 
days later. 

The camp will conclude with a clash against Saudi 
outfit Al Ittihad at Stadio Franco Ossola on July 17. 

On returning to the UK, Rangers will play Scottish 
Premier League side Dundee United at a neutral venue - 
The Hive, home of Barnet - on Wednesday, July 22. 

An away fixture against Terry Butcher's Newport 
County at Rodney Parade follows on Sunday, July 26, 
prior to a final friendly at Loftus Road, versus AC Chievo 
Verona, a week later on August 1. 

Director of football Les Ferdinand said: "Pre-season, as 
always, will be hugely important as we prepare for the 
new campaign, and we've managed to get a really 
decent schedule in place. 

"The Italy training camp will be paramount for Chris 
and his staff to get to work with the players. 

"We've arranged three good, competitive fixtures in 
Italy, before we come back and play three more in the 
UK, culminating with a friendly in front of our own 
supporters at Loftus Road." 

The full 2015-16 Sky Bet Championship fixture list was 
published in last week's LWN Sport. One date to add to 
that is R's Capital One Cup, first round, visit to Yeovil 
Town on Tuesday, August 11 - three days after the 
opening league game at Charlton Athletic.

■ SURREY will hope to benefit from the 
news that Sri Lanka superstar Kumar 
Sangakkara will retire from Test cricket this 
summer. 

The 37-year-old batsman, who had already quit 
one-day and Twenty20 cricket, will finish his 
international career on home soil, in the second of 
the three-match Test series against India in August. 

He announced his decision during the second Test 
match against Pakistan in Colombo and confirmed 
he has opted out of the third and final match. 

“This is my time to call it a day,” he said. 

Left-hander Sangakkara is Sri Lanka’s highest run 
scorer and is the fifth highest Test scorer of all time. 

Since his Test debut in 2000, he has amassed 
12,305 runs from 132 matches, with 38 centuries, 52 
fifties and an average of 58.31. 

Sangakkara played his final T20 international in Sri 
Lanka’s World T20-winning campaign last year and 
his last ODI in this year’s World Cup. 

He signed for Surrey on a two-year contract in 
January, having previously played county cricket in 
England for Warwickshire and Durham. 

■ PACE bowler Tom Curran was on fire in 
second-placed Surrey’s LV= County 
Championship second division game with 
Gloucestershire that was due to conclude with a 
highly likely home victory at The Kia Oval on 
Tuesday. 

On Sunday (day two), Curran dismissed Chris Dent 
for nought with his third ball and then bowled Will 
Tavare and Michael Klinger in successive overs. 

When Curran removed Ian Cockbain, he had 
incredible figures of 4-9 from six overs. 

The 20-year-old then ended the day by scattering 
Jack Taylor’s stumps with the final ball to finish with 
figures of 5-17. 

This match also marked Ben Foakes’ first century 
for Surrey. A measured display brought him 118 
runs, including 12 fours off 188 balls. 

■ SURREY leapfrogged Middlesex to move off 
the bottom of the Nat West T20 Blast southern 
section ahead of tomorrow night’s (Friday, 
6.30pm) local derby between the sides at The 
Kia Oval. 

A 60-run spree by opener Jason Roy off 47 balls, 
including three fours and three sixes, paved the way 
for a 19-run victory against Glamorgan at Cardiff 
last Friday. It was only Surrey’s second win in eight 
white-ball matches this summer. 

■ MIDDLESEX, who have the same number 
of T20 wins as Surrey but an inferior run- 
rate, will hope to go into Friday’s game at 
the Oval with a much needed victory under 
the belts when they face Sussex at Lord’s 24 
hours earlier (tonight, Thursday, 6.15pm). 

Eoin Morgan couldn’t reproduce his recent 
rejuvenated England ODI form in mustering just 
seven boundary-less runs from 16 deliveries as 
Middlesex suffered a nine-wicket defeat by Somerset 
in last Friday’s T20 encounter at Uxbridge. 

■ MIDDLESEX are a different proposition at 
red-ball cricket. They consolidated third place in 
the LV= County Championship - behind Durham 
and Yorkshire - with a strong batting 
performance to earn a draw against
